The best contest of the afternoon took place in 
tile ftairili rac«'. a selling affair at five furlongs for 
all ag«*s.

Frank G. Hogan and Parneli 
tJirl were closely bumbed until they reached the 
stretch, where Dominica forged into the lead, 
taking the rail and forcing Frank C. Hogan to go 
to the iHitside. She oiitgained him iii a hani 
struggle iu the final bundr^ yards. 

-Masaio and Ralcliff won thrir respective races at 
tlie liberal odds of 20 to 1 . 

I'resldiiig Steward Charles F. Price lias com- 
jiiled a tjook of rules to govern ail races on the 
•tmrsi* of the Jockey Clnb Juarez. In these rules 
are embodied the best of the former rules of the 
.American Turf Congress, the Western Jockey Club 
and the Kentucky State Racing Commission. Ilte 
liorseuien racing in the west are more fatnillar wifh 
these rules than those in operation iu the east. 
With a few changes the rules will be strictly ap- 
plie«l to the races rnn over the Jockey Club Juarez 
track. 

’I'be ring was increased b.v the addition of two 
more layers today. i$am Franks, who laid 'off for 
M'Veral da.vs, and Byron McNutt, of Butte. Mont.* . 
were tlie new ones to draw in. 

Just Red was purchased today by Charles A.

BREEDING BDREAD GETS FASHION PLATE. 

Through an announceifleut made in New York 
ris-ently by Algernon Daiiigertfeld. assistant sec- 
retary of the Joekey Club, it becomes known 
that Fashion Plate, an excellently-bred horse that 
raced with distincthm iu ttae colors of H. K. Knapp, 
proprietor of the Oneck Stable, is now one of the 
j.M-key <3iib's Breeding Bureau stallions. Fashkm 
l‘lale last ra<*ed in 1911 and was retired from the 
track after having broken down iu a race at the 
Chiirctaill Downs spring meeting of that year. 
While not quite iu the first flight among horses of 
liis age that were i-otitemiioraries with him. Fash- 
ion Plate was not far behind the Itest and raced 
willi wonderful consistency, considering the in- 
firmities of the liitih to which he was stibje<-i and 
whicii resnilteil iu Ills temiiorary retirement from 
traiuing it|*oii several occasions Itefore he was 
Itiially retired. 

r'ai^iiou Plate's ra<-ing was done altogether on the 
New York traeks {irior to the susiH-nsion of racing 
ill tliat slate in 1910. As a two-year-old and again 
as a three- yea r-tdd. lie w<in a considerable number 
of the less important eastern stakes and was a 
sharp ctaitendcr in others. It is not .able that be 
won twenty of his forly-five starts and tliat be ran 
iinpla<s‘d iHily eight times in bis career. His racing 
rects'd is as follows:

ANOTHER MILE TRACK FOR MONTREAL. 

Charter Granted for Up-to-Date Courae to Be Com- 
pleted by July Next, 

Montreal. Que.. Decemlier 20. — That the city of 
.Montreal is to have another up-to-date mile race 
track is now assured liy the granting of a charter 
at Ottawa to the Dorval Park and .Amiisemeut 
Company, which has Is-en iucorijorated under the 
Companies Act of the Dominion of Canada for tlr- 
pitriMjse of at-quiring suitable land on the Island of 
Montreal, and laying out thereon a first-class mile 
race track with the necessary stands, booths, staUes. 
paddov-k, cliibliouse and buildings, and to conduct, 
Iwld and promote race meetings and exhlhltioiis of 
all kinds. 

Tlie compan.v has secured a tract of land situated 
at Dorval, twelve miles from the center of ilon- 
treal. consisting of <me hnndretl and forty-five acres, 
which lias alieady been surveyed and on which work 
looking to the construction of the plant will be com- 
menced almost immediately, the tenders calling for 
its completion la-fore the first day of July, 1913. 
'The authorized capital of tbe company is $200,090, 
divided into two thousand shares at $100 each. Tlie 
proposition has been promoted by S. N. Holman of 
Montreal, who has tb«‘ promises of some of Mon- 
treal’s most prominent business men to become stock- 
holders. 

The racing plant is to be built on elaborate plans, 
being pattern*^ after Terrazas Park at Juarez, Mex. 
Tbe site on which the race track will be built is 
most acci-ssible. with over fifty trains each day 
passing to and fro. The trip will lie made in about 
twenty minutes b.v both the Grand Trunk and 
(ja^gdian Pacific railwa.vs. It is on the north side 
of tbe tracks aiMl--the stand, when wiiimtoted. will 
Ih- within fifty feet of either road, running paraliel 
with them. 

The stand will he a frame structure of neat de- 
sign, two hundred and fifty feet long, with a forty- 
foot hast-. It will have a seating capacity of 2.400 
and it is the intention of tbe compan.v to place 
individual chairs in it. The paddock and betting ring 
will be erected at one end and adjoining the stand, 
so that tbe patrons of the sport can go to cither 
conveniently. Tbe betting ring will be one hundretl 
and ten feet in length and eighty feet wide, which 
will comiwre favorably with tbooe of any of the 
other tracks on tlie Canadian circuit. The paddock 
will la- ninety feet long and forty feet wide, with 
ac<-omniodi‘.tions for saddling fourteen horses at 
one time. 

Four hundred stalls will be erected facing the 
liackstretcli. They will la; built two hundred back 
to hack with a twelve foot overhang, wbieh will 
afford gtaal opiairt uni ties for walking bors<-s aroniiil 
under the slielter. 

DECIDEDLY A VERSATILE CHARACTER. 

Among the iiiaiiy foreigners visiting Newmarket 
to uttcii<l the sales not tlie least distinguished is 
.Air. A. lb* Neuter, one of tla* leading characters on 
Glie Belgian turf. A native of Bi'lgium. he is the 
son of tlie late Britisli Consul at I»urain and. com- 
paratively s|s;aking. a young man, having been born 
ill 1872. He traiiKsI 1.59 winners during tlie past 
s 4 -asou for Ills patrons, ineludiiig Mr. Charles Wil 
liaiiis, .Mr. Kirschla-rger. .Mr. Gaston Dreyfus. Mr. 
James Ivall and incidentally hiiiisi-lf and. with-mt 
lieiiig iMisitive. I slioiild say this constitutes a 
world's ri-<-ord. After liuviiig graduated under 
t;<-orge Parfreineiit, father of the celebrated cross 
•■•juntr.v jis-key who steertsl Lutteur 111 . to vlctoi.v 
in the I-iver|HHil tirand National Steeplechase, Mr. 
lie Neuter started training on his own account somt- 
Uft<-i;n .rears ago. and during that [leriod bas turhed 
out tbe enoriiious niimlier of l.l.'tfi winners, but 
TamlsHir was lait one of tliem. for when he won the 
Belgian Derby for tlie pink jacket and black facings 
that hur.-a; was iiiuler the charge of Sir Charles 
Nugent iu England, roniiiiencing in a small way. 
he liad a few horses of his own. lint soon found 
some inffiH-iitial patrons, such, for example, as ilie 
late Coniit lie Kiliaiicolirt, Count de Qiiinsouas. Mr. 
Camille Blanc and .Mr. Gaston Dreyfus, whose 
Presto II. effected such a surprise when he tie- 
fi-aiei! the |»eerless Prett.v Polly at I.s)ngchauips. 
Fn-queiilly also English owners turn to him when 
sending liorses to nin in bis country, among them 
.Mr. S. B. JiM-l. whose pink and green stripes are as 
isipiilar on tbe <-outineut as at home. By rapid d -- 
grees Mr. de Neuter’s business grew to such large 
diiueusions that two establishments became nect-s- 
sary. one at Ostend and the other at GroenendaH. 
and in tbe circumstances it is astounding bow lie 
can carry it i>n. Still more extraordinary is the 
fact that, apart from his occupation as trainer, ho 
is one of the leading sporting journalists in Bel- 
gium. Iicing responsible for the contributions daily 
lir ''Vigilant” to the “Sport-Elevage.” as also for 
the racing article in “I.^ Soir,” the leading joumol 
in Brussels. I'niess I am mistaken, he was tbe 
fotiiMler of the Dilbi-ck Racing Society, whose race 
ciMirsi- is within eas.v walking distance of tbe cit.v, 
and is clerk of the course to the meeting. Surely 
a more versatile character wiMild be hard of imag- 
ination. and not iiiinaturally his influence is con 
siilerahle, one of the innovations due to bis pi-r- 
sidcjicit.v bi-ing the automatic snapshot of the fin- 
islies for races. In instances of a tight tit the 
judges hoist the word "photograph.v.” and within a 
niiiiiile the result is translated into the usual process 
of indicative iiiimliers. .so that no mistake is pos- 
sible. as was generally supposed to have b<-en the 
cas<- when Ua veiisliiiry was declart-d to liave becii 
Is-aten for the Grand Prize of Paris, mueh to the 
chagrin of his pilot, Mornington Caiinnii, and, js a 
■natter of <-oiirse. his owner. Sir Charles Rose. Mr. 
d«- Neuter is also chairman of the Belgian Sporting 
Press Ass(M-ialioii and. all things eonsiderc^. th<- 
w<iiider is how lie can find time to go to ska-p. — 
“Vigi'ant.” in liondon Sportsman. 

NO LONGER ABLE TO WIN. 

Glorio. tin- seven-year-old son of Galveston and 
Cleodora. a horse that formerl.v showed high elass 
form in western racing, is a racer that seems no 
longer able to win, even in cheap company, and it 
is probable that no further attempt will be made 
to train him, as his winnings for the past two years 
amount to only $25. Glorio could both sprint and 
stay in his younger days ami cnjo.ved his banner 
season in 1908. when, as a tbree-year-old, he won 
seven of his eighteen starts in high-class company.
